Selectmen’s Report 
1985 


Early inJanuary the State Development Office approached the Board 
of Selectmen with a proposal from a group of Norwegian investors 
seeking to establish an Atlanticsalmon aquaculture project on the Maine 
coast. The Board was informed that three prospective sites including one 
in Brooklin were being considered for what would become the first such 
facility in the United States. Since the technology has been employed 
successfully abroad and is extensively practiced in Norway, the Board 
welcomed the idea in principle and indicated it would be receptive to a 
project proposal. Subsequently, further information was received that 
made it evident that such a project would represent a desirable and 
logical development of one of the Town’s traditional means of employ- 
ment. The Board, therefore, actively pursued acquisition of the project for 
Brooklin with the result that in March a site at Harriman Point was 
selected by the Norwegian firm as its first aquaculture project in Maine, 
to be called Viking Fishfarm. A purchase agreement was negotiated for 
the designated site, project plans were presented to and approved by the 
Planning Board under the Shoreland Zoning and Site Plan Review 
Ordinances following extensive public hearings, and technical experts 
and management personnel from Norway have completed preliminary 
studies of the proposed site and adjacent off-shore water conditions. 
Development personnel are scheduled to be on the scene in February 
when final plan adjustments/modifications are to be presented to the 
Planning Board. Actual construction is scheduled for this coming spring 
for completion in the fall. Since the growing cycle for Atlantic salmon 
necessitate a spring start-up, Viking Fishfarm proposes to start faster 
maturing sea trout (a species better known in Newfoundland and the 
Scandinavian countries than the U.S.) this fall, and then switch over to 
Atlantic salmon next spring when the smolts become available. In the 
meantime, the University of Maine at Orono has held preliminary 
discussions with Viking Fishfarm’s management and is understood to be 
considering some form of collaborative research in conjunction with the 
Brooklin project. 


Now it’s up to the Vikings. 


Ten years have passed since enactment of the U.S. Clean Air Act 
banning open-burning dump sites. Over the years the U.S. Environment- 
al Protection Agency systematically has shut down major open-burning 
dump sites. Last year the EPA began closing down small town dump sites 
in selective states including neighboring New Hampshire. This was the 
year the EPA and Maine’s Department of Environmental Protection 
began “lowering the boom” on Mainé’s small communities. Brooklin was 
one of the latter targeted for close-down in 1985. Under threat of a $20,000 
EPA fine, the Town submitted to the inevitable and voted to close down 


the Town dump and join the Blue Hill-Surry Transfer Station effective 
September 15, 1985. While having avoided the prospect of a $20,000 EPA 
fine for non-compliance, the Town remains responsible to the Department 
of Environmental Protection for closing the old Town dump. That 
prospect in itself is costly, and the Board of Selectmen is working with the 
DEP to close out the former Town facility while minimizing the cost of 
doing so. 


Continuing its policy of re-building, upgrading and paving Town 
roads, approximately one-half mile of the Harriman Point Road was 
re-constructed in 1985. Another half-mile section is scheduled for recon- 
struction next year. Also, in the coming year, the State plans to 
“rehabilitate” a half mile section of Route 175 (Reach Rd.) that was 
reconstructed around 1925. 


Ata Special Town Meeting on February 14, 1985, the Town revised its 
Comprehensive Plan and adopted a Site Plan Review Ordinance — both 
of which were developed and proposed by the Planning Board. Enactment 
reflected recognition that coastal Maine is beginning to experience a 
period of population and economic growth that could have adverse 
implications for the Town unless commercial development is construc- 
tively channeled in ways that will maintain Brooklin as a pleasant and 
desirable place in which to live. 


The Joint School Board continues making progress in improving our 
educational facilities. The Selectmen welcomed and already have met 
with the new Superintendent, Dr. Terence Crowley, who joined our school 
system late in the year. The Board takes this opportunity to express 
appreciation to former Superintendent Michael Cormier for his sincere 
efforts, dedication and cooperation during his term. Since Education 
constitutes a significant part (75%) of the Town’s annual budget, we have 
a continuing responsibility to obtain the best possible education for our 
young people. 


At a meeting of the Recreation, Conservation and Development 
Council on October 24, 1985, the Council voted unanimously to designate 
the Town of Brooklin as a municipal member. Brooklin’s association 
with RC&D has been long-standing. RC&D grants have made possible 
development of the Town’s soil use maps by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and completion of the Town Athletic Field. Meanwhile, 
RC&D has set aside funds for eventual development of the Naskeag 
landing provided the Town can reach an accommodation with the Blue 
Hill Memorial Hospital for a section of land otherwise unsuitable for 
either residential or commercial use. The Board continues discussions 
with the hospital in an effort to acquire the segment of land essential for 
Town development. 


The Selectmen and the Recreation Committee on behalf of the Town 
extend their thanks to Mr. & Mrs. Werner Gottschalk for their generous 


gift to the Athletic Field, and to Bill Eaton and Bob MacDonald, who 
inspire us all during the holiday season with their beautiful Christmas 
displays in the center of Town. 


As we approach the 21st century these projects (and others) should be 
considered: Probably the foremost is greater access to the shore for our 
expanding population; another is the increasingly evident need for new 
school facilities, and also the development of plans for a community 
building. As a forward-looking Town these proposals should be actively 
discussed in informal gatherings and public hearings. 


In closing, the Selectmen wish to thank the townspeople for their 
cooperation, suggestions, and participation in running the increasingly 
complex affairs of the Town.

Town Clerk’s Report & Review 1985 


JANUARY 31, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Brooklin Junior High an 
informational meeting was held.to discuss the Revised 
Comprehensive Plan and Site Plan Review Ordinance. 
The Planning Board said that "the Ordinance was best 
suited to the rural character and current needs of 
the Town of Brooklin." 


FEBRUARY 7 - 7:30 p.m. Brooklin Junior High a Hearing 
was held attended by approximately 40 people. The 
first 15 minutes was alloted for audience to read 
over the The Revised Comprehensive Plan and Site Plan 
Review provided by the Planning Board. 

Phil Eaton asked, "The Comprehensive Plan of 1976 
doesn't that meet State requirements?" Answer by 
Planning Board member, William Koenig, "No, that plan 
was simply to validate the Shoreland Zoning Ordinance 
- the brief Comprehensive Plan was for that purpose 
alone." 

Peter Anderheggen, "How have you changed the 
plan?" Kevin Poland, Chairman, "We have broadened the 
scope considerably. There were no recommendations in 
the old plan." 

Joyce Barr complained that there were not enough 
questionnaires circulated, "only one to a household, 
you didn't get a full view of what people are 
thinking." (329 questionnaires were sent out, 90 
returned, 1.e. 27%). Poland, "more forms were 
available on request. 90% said they favored sane form 
of zoning. 

George Fowler, "..think 27% a better than average 
return, especially over the holiday season." He felt 
there was an adequate opportunity for people to make 
their feelings known. 

In response to Phil Eaton's question whether the 
Selectmen had done a projection of cost of police 
protection, (full-time cop and a cruiser $50-$60,000) 
etc. Kevin Poland said, "none of those things are 
valid until implemented, we're not saying "go hire a 
policeman". 

Phil Eaton, "You mean you've got items in there 
you don't intend to do?" Nancy Olson, "The Board is 
doing what we asked them to do. There is no force, no 


28 


arm twisting, only recommendations." 

P. Eaton, "Nobody answered my question, "If this 
is adopted, if all these good things are to come 
about, has anybody addressed the cost of taxes then?" 
G. Fowler, "not all suggestions are negative. This is 
a flexible document. This thing is not cast in 
concrete." P. Anderheggen, "These items are only 
recanmendations for a study, first the study, then 
come up with a price tag - you're a little ahead of 
yourself Phil." 

Ed Williams mentioned the problem of the Town 
Dump requiring action and "many dollars" in the near 
future. Elwood Carter asked, "Why are we allowed to 
have it (dump) open if it is not in compliance?" Ed 
Williams, “Won't have any place else in Brooklin - 
mostly ledge. It hasn't been inspected for 3 years." 
Dorothy Rissel felt something could be done about 
taking advantage of a renewable resource by 
collecting papers and cans, separating them from 
trash and recycling. 

P. Eaton, "This thing is going to drive me 
foolish; a bunch of fairy tales...trying to scare the 
Town of Brooklin into adopting a Comprehensive Plan! 
Que sera, sera!" J. Barr, "Let what will happen, 
happen." 

G. Fowler, "We've studied a variety of plans; 
spoken with consultants, this plan is based in part on 
the Penobscot Valley Plan. Orland has had a similar 
plan for 7 years." 

Carlton Gray and Jimmy Steele were concerned with 
Item 2, a requirement that only developments in excess 
of $150,000 would require a statement of financial 
capability. 

J. Barr, “People won't vote for an Ordinance that 
puts fishermen in jeopardy. Am I going to have to 
apply for a permit in order to sell my product?" 

G. Fowler, “Yes, it's more desirable to have 
everyone (who intends setting up a business)... Where 
do you draw the line? Any new enterprise may involve 
land-use ramifications." 

J. Steele expressed concern that "The Site Plan 
would be a giant step instead of a baby step; that it 
might stunt the growth of Brooklin. Think this should 
be diluted." Anderheggen, "How would you do it?" 
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E. Carter felt that the petition about rezoning 
North Brooklin that preceded the moratorium needed to 
be acted on. Arnold Hanson, "No, it does not." Ander- 
heggen, "Petititon has been responded to." Roger 
Farquhar, one of the sponsors of the petition, "The 
petititon will be withdrawn if the Site Plan goes 
through." 

Reginald Sherman, "This Site Plan is a review of 
educational and environmental goals, a vehicle for 
negotiating in the Town, not a _ recommendation to 
prohibit, but to set up guidelines." E. Williams, 
"It's a step to protect the Town's ground water. We 
depend on our ground water. Wetlands recharge all our 
area. Where else can we go?" 

Nancy Olson complimented the Board and the 
citizens of the community on doing such a fine job in 
a very short period of time.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN — SITE PLAN REVIEW 
February 14, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Moderator: Gary Wilson 


ARTICLE 1 - Arnold Hanson gave a brief review of the 
background that led to the meeting. "On September ll, 
1984, the Selectmen received a petititon (signed by 
155 residents) asking that a section of North Brooklin 
be zoned residential. There were certain difficulties 
with the petition; 1/ an area cannot be zoned in 
absence of a camprehensive plan; 2/ the petition was 
not accompanied by specific ordinance language; 3/ 
there waS a question about the right of equal 
protection under the law if the action was aimed at a 
specific individual." He said that "if the requested 
zoning had been enacted it might have faced endless 
challenges in court. At a hearing October 9, 1984 a 6 
month moratorium was suggested to allow the Planning 
Board time to prepare a camprehensive plan and same 
kind of ordinance. The Planning Board drafted a 
moratorium ordinance, it was adopted at a special town 
meeting October 25, 1984. At an informational meeting 
held January 31, the Revised Comprehensive Plan anda 
new Site Plan Ordinance Review were made public. A 
Hearing followed on February 7. Now tonight, we are to 
consider these two items on the warrant." 
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Roger Farquhar moved adoption of Comprehensive 
Plan - Seconded by Clifford Mulholland. 

Vauna Haza, "What is it?" Kevin Poland, "In 1976 
the Town enacted a Comprehensive Plan much less 
restrictive than the State's in order to adopt a 
Shoreland Zoning Ordinance. The new plan is a summary 
of information about the Town, a list of aims and 
directions that can be considered, future 
recammendations and it is to be used as reference 
material." Haza, "What will this limit us to?" K. 
Poland, "Not anything (these are) only recommendations 
In order to enact any, we must have a camprehensive 
plan with back-up data." 

E. Carter, "Why is it necessary for another plan 
other than the Shoreland, why broaden it?" G. Fowler, 
"The plan should be up-dated annually to be valid and 
current. 1976 is not current for 1985. It is the basis 
upon which same action could be taken in chronological 
order, i.e. land use, improvement of schools, dump 
problems, police protection. The Town's attorney 
called the old Plan obsolete." 

When a written ballot was called, Moderator Wilson 
explained the proper manner in which to vote; no 
folded ballots and no marks other than a check or 
cross. ;

ARTICLE 10 - Voted to appropriate from surplus for 
Paving Account the recommended $10,000. 

ARTICLE 11 - Voted to raise and appropriate for paving 
Town roads the recommended $15,000. 

ARTICLE 12 -— Voted to appropriate from Federal Revenue 
Sharing Trust Funds for Winter Roads the recommended 
$18,000. 

ARTICLE 13 - Voted to appropriate from De as 
surplus for Winter Roads $7,500. 

ARTICLE 14 - Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Winter Roads Account the recammended $10,000. 

Leon Counsins asked about what was being used in 
the sanding of Winter Roads; what type of sand or 
gravel? Ed Williams said, "The State claims the 
coarser stuff gives better traction." E. Carter "Can't 
we tell ‘em what to use for sanding?" Neil Allen, 
"Good gravel is much harder to get." Arnold Hanson, 
"We'll take the matter up with the contractor." 
Russell Smith thought that the size or type of 
screening was at fault - might need closer 
supervision. 

A fifteen minute recess was called giving everyone 


a chance to stretch. 
KkeKKRKREK 
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The meeting was reconvened with a request to take 
Article 35 next in sequence because its spokesman had 
to leave. The voters approved. 


ARTICLE 35 - The Town voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 upon approval of the Selectmen to 
assist a veterinerian settle in this area. The 
appropriation will revert to the Town if the vet fails 
to settle. Intent: To assist a young vet who will 
graduate from the Univ. of Pennsylvania and proposes 
to offer his services to seven towns in our area. 
Russell Smith, "A year ago Nat Barrows did same 
research on getting a vet to come to our towns, making 
a nice start. Then Annie (Russ' daughter) picked up 
where Nat left off. We've corresponded with Greg 
Thebideau, who's in the top 1/4 of his class and will 
be available in May, he's visited here and likes the 
area. He'll care for both large and small animals and 
would make farm calls. The nearest large animal vet is 
in Belfast." 

Question: "Will he come if only 3 or 4 towns raise 
money?" R. Smith, "I think he'll came if no towns 
raise money. We'll just have to help him by raising 
money some other way." Tony Aman, "How would money be 
used? For equipment?" Tom Jordan, "Doesn't this set a 
precedent - won't other professions want help too, a 
doctor maybe?" Guy Hayes, "Doctors are assisted by 
hospitals to settle, vets are scarce. There is no vet 
school in Maine." R. Barrette, "I support the 
concept, the Univ. of Pennsylvania is one of the top 
schools in the country. I believe having a vet come to 
this area is an asset." R. Smith, "I'd like to clari- 
fy, the vet may not settle in Brooklin - geographical- 
ly Sedgwick/Sargentville would be about center." E. 
Williams, "This is a small investment for the service 
of a professional vet." 


ARTICLE 15 - Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Solid Waste Program the recanmended $6,000. 

Chairman Hanson read from a report outlining a 
study taken by a state inspector on April 19, 1984 
(which the Selectmen had just received) citing our 
Town Dump as not in compliance on several counts - 
brush and demolition debris; mixed burning; large 
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volume of uncovered refuse; lack of vector control, 
etc. Hanson said something had to be done soon about 
Brooklin's solid waste management suggesting a 
committee study the Town's options. Brooklin selectmen 
have been talking with other communities. Someone 
asked if $6,000 would be enough if other plans were 
made. T. Aman suggested establishing a capital 
reserve fund so the impact wouldn't be so great once 
the decision is made to make other arrangements such 
as sending refuse to Blue Hill. Answer: "Can't deviate 
from the warrant." Hugh Bowden, "Might we be going to 
have a Special Town Meeting up-coming?" E. Williams 
explained that as long as taxes haven't been assessed 
for the year, a meeting could be held to raise more 
money. 


ARTICLE 16 - Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Fire Department $6230. 
ARTICLE 17 - Voted to raise and appropriate to fund 
the Fire Department's gas and clothing allowance the 
recommended $3,000. (Method of payment to be 
determined by Selectmen and Fire Department). 
ARTICLE 18 - Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Forest Fire Account, $200. 
ARTICLE 19 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Fire 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund, $5000 as recommended by 
the Selectmen (not the requested $7,500 by firemen). 
A. Hanson said the amount was invested in a C.D. 
with interest at a much higher rate. Carroll Kane 
conceded (after a session with his pocket computer) 
that the smaller amount would be adequate. Roughly 
every 10 years the Fire Dept. would like to replace a 
fire truck, at a cost of approximately $100,000 for 
the next vehicle. 
ARTICLE 20 - The Town voted to accept from the 
Brooklin Volunteer Fire Company the sum of $2,054.50 
in cash or in kind as a donation toward equipping the 
Fire Dept. Note: The amount of $2054.50 represents 
monies raised by Brooklin Volunteer Fire Co., Inc. and 
the Ladies' Auxiliary during the years 1983 and 1984 
and that much has been expended for the purchase of 
fire equipment which has been presented to the Town. 
ARTICLE 21 - Voted to raise and appropriate for 
Insurance $6,000. Roxanne Sly asked what insurance 
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covers. Answer, "Fire Department equipment, the Town 
House, Athletic Field, all liability and bonding of 
individuals. | 

ARTICLE 22 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Street 
Lights the recommended $1,800. Nancy Olson, "If you 
know of a street light that is out, please call m - 
not Ted Cameron. It well be fixed." Leon Cousins, 
"Wasn't the Town going to do away with same street 
lights? N. Olson, "We have - we're down to a bare 
minimum. Some people have purchased their own and pay 
for the power used." 

ARTICLE 23 - Voted to transfer the sum of $2,000 
presently in Clam Conservation Account to Law 
Enforcement. 

ARTICLE 24 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Lew 
Enforcement $3000. R. Farquhar asked, "Why?" Nancy 
Olson answered, "Most of our law enforcement is used 
monitoring clam flats by the constable who is paid by 
the hour plus mileage." 

ARTICLE 25 -— Voted to raise and appropriate $3,000 for 
the Contingency Fund. 

ARTICLE 26 - Voted to raise and appropriate $100 for 
Memorial Day after Mike Allen said he felt $50 
inadequate for the number of cemeteries that had to be 
tended. 

ARTICLE 27 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Four 
Town Nursing Service the higher amount recommended by 
FINS - $1,035. A. Hanson mentioned the sum paid to 
the Service by the school systems for school nurse 
combined with $900 raised last year in the general 
payment as pretty close to $5,000." Mary Semler spoke 
of the services rendered to Brooklin citizens who 
cannot pay - if appropriation is not raised, FINS will 
still visit those who need it. Pat Fowler said, "It's 
a tremendous asset to the canmunity". Guy Hayes, "Now 
patients will be discharged from hospitals much sooner 
and will need home nursing. This is no time to 
decrease the fund." 

ARTICLE 28 -— Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Friend Memorial Library, $2,500. 

ARTICLE 29 -— Voted to raise and appropriate for Down 
East Transportation, Inc. $440. "This amount is less 
than last year's", Pat Fowler says, "the busses are so 
well-maintained that costs have gone down." 
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ARTICLE 30 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Social 
Security, $3500. 

ARTICLE 31 - Voted to raise and appropriate for Clam 
Conservation $100. 

ARTICLE 32 -— Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
Planning Board $1,500. Mike Allen, "Why do they need 
this?" A. Hanson, "For all Planning Board functions, 
legal asistance, printing of Comprehensive Plan 
booklets, other material, bills not all in yet." N. 
Olson, "The Board is going to be more active. It has 
used only the original $700 over the last five years." 
ARTICLE 33 - Voted to raise and appropriate for the 
4th of July Celebration, $250. Question, "What is the 
money used for?" Answer, "Prizes for games organized 
by the committee. 

ARTICLE 34 - Voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint a July 4th Committee. 


ARTICLE 36 -— Voted to enact the following Ordinance: 
TOWN OF BROOKLIN 
ORDINANCE FOR CLOSING CERTAIN FLATS 
TO THE DIGGING OF SHELLFISH: 


SECTION 1 - It is unlawful for any person to dig or 
take any shellfish from any shores, flats or waters of 
this municipality in any area closed to such digging 
or taking under the provisions of this ordinance. 
1. Definitions. The following words as used in 
this ordinance have the meaning indicated after 
each, unless different meaning is clearly intended 
by the context. 
A. Municipality. The word "municipality" 
means the Town of Brooklin, in the County of 
Hancock and the State of Maine. 
B. Shellfish. The word "shellfish" means 
soft-shelled clams, quahogs, surf clams and/ 
or hen clams. 
2. The following described area within this 
municipality is closed to all digging or taking 
of shellfish from the first day of April 1985 
until the first day of October 1985. All shores, 


flats and waters extending from Naskeag Bar north 
westerly to wharf owned by Francis Nichols. 


3. Penalty. Whosoever violates any provision of 
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this Ordinance shall be punished by a fine as 
provided by Title 12, MRSA Section 6671 - 
sub-section, 9s aay 

4. Effective Date. The Ordinance becomes 
effective immediately after its adoption by the 
municipality, provided a certified copy as 
approved by the Commissioner is filed with the 
Commissioner within seven days of enactment. 
*Note: Checked filed copy by letter and received 
Commissioner's approval. This closed area is 
exactly the same as last year's. 


ARTICLE 37 - Voted that Taxes, Real and Personal and 
Supplemental taxes shall be due and payable on the 
last day of the month in which cammitted to the 
Collector for collection and shall bear interest at 
the rate of 13 1/2% per year if not paid before 
October 3lst, 1985. ; 

ARTICLE 38 - Voted to authorize the Selectmen in 
behalf of the Town to sell and dispose of any Real 
Estate acquired by the Town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon by first advertizing and then by the sealed 
bid method, and to execute "quit claim deed" for such 
property and establish minimum bids. 

ARTICLE 39 — Voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell, 
(amend) (and) assign unmatured tax mortgage liens for 


not less than amount unpaid and interest and costs.

INFORMATIONAL MEETING SALMON FARM 
March 12, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Brooklin Junior High School 


Arnold Hanson: Approximately a year ago the 
Selectmen were contacted by the Maine Development 
Board; told of the possibility of a Norwegian company 
(West Trading Corp.) starting fish farms (already 
successful in their homeland - most particularly 
salmon farms) in Maine. Brooklin was one of the sites 
under consideration. The Selectmen have met various 
people on several occasions to discuss the proposed 
project. The West Trading Corp. (Aqua Care) have hired 
David Friedman of Farmington and Michael Prior, his 
assistant, to oversee the Project in Maine. M. Prior 
displayed the proposed layout for a salmon farm 
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admitting it might have to be revised somewhat in 
order to tailor it to the site's topography. An 
estimate is that the farm could grow and harvest 1,000 
metric tons of salmon annually. 

The Brooklin site at Harriman Point, was chosen 
because; 1/ of depth of water necessary near the 
shore to provide the 38 million gallons of fresh 
Seawater needed to be pumped through the plant daily; 
2/ gentle topography of land should not cause any 
problems in construction; 3/ favorable reception from 
hospitable "Town Fathers". M. Prior stated, "Why was 
this town chosen? It is blessed with God-given 
features!" 

Both Friedman and Prior emphasized that no 
chemicals would be used in the system. Fish are 
sensitive and could not tolerate contact with 
chemicals. The company is expected to employ 20 to 30 
people from unskilled to very skilled - all but a few 
jobs would be filled by people in the area. 

Friedman said the company hopes’ to begin 
operation in June 1986. Possible obstacles - all the 
incredible red tape; the proposed zoning change from 
limited residential to general development for the 
250' shore portion of the 43 acre plot and at least 14 
different permits required. 

Questions: "How would fish be marketed?" Answer: 
"Fish would be killed and bled at plant, packed in ice 
and shipped by truck to markets along the East coast. 
Friedman repeatedly said the fish would not be gutted 
at the plant. "What would be done about waste 
generated at the plant?" Prior, "Fish waste and excess 
food removed from water would have to be taken toa 
landfill that would accommodate it. It will be 
necessary to dispose in some acceptable way, the 
approximately 20 gallons of blood accumulated every 
few days from bleeding the fish." 

"How is the plant financed?" Hanson, "The Plant 
will be built by Aqua-Care, major fish farm equipment 
supplier world wide; turned over to Viking Fish Farms, 
Inc., which will be the American subsidiary of West 
Trading Assoc. of Norway. The Company will present 
more specific information in its presentation to the 
Planning Board." The physical description of the 
plant in general stated there will be 2 20" inlet 
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pipes running 500' to 600' off shore, water will be 
drawn into the pumping station powered by a 3 phase 
electric system from Bangor Hydro with a diesel 
back-up; water pumped into the raceway (basically huge 
aquariums); 10 tanks 1/3 above ground, 2/3 below, 
water passed through filters about 4 times a day with 
excess food and waste scummed out, cleaned water 
returned to the ocean. Salmon cannot’ tolerate 
impurities. There will be a kitchen for _ food 
preparation and possibly a method to produce their own 
ice in which to pack fish for shipping. It is 
estimated that 40 cars and 5 trucks might be the only 
extra traffic on the approach roads per day. 

Question, "Won't pipes interfere with local 
fishermen?" Answer, "It's doubtful. The pipes will be 
marked and on the bottom." Question, "How high is 
tallest structure?" Answer, "Approximately 17' 
buildings, 1 story". Question, “Is road going to be 
fixed up with surface paving?" Answer, "Work slated 
this year for the Harriman Point Road." Question, "Any 
future plans for a cannery?" Friedman, "Absolutely no 
plans!" Question, "Hatchery on site?" Answer, "No 
hatchery." 


PUBLIC HEARING, MARCH 4, 1985 
Brooklin Junior High School - 7:30 p.m. 


Arnold Hanson opened meeting with a review of the 
happenings leading to the present concerning the 
Viking Fish Farm and the necessity to have a Hearing 
and then a special Town Meeting in order to change the 
zoning classification on the proposed site if the Town 
so desires. Much was repeated that had been covered 
at the Tuesday evening meeting - history of fish 
farms, site plan requirements; campatibility of 
Brooklin's land and water; topography excellent for 
the project; an urgent need to gain various permits; a 
zoning change etc. to accommodate the Company's plan 
to begin processing fish in June of 1986. Question, 
"Will there be employment of locals?" Answer, 
"Technical staff from Norway in the beginning, then 
they'll select key people for training - then mostly 
local employees." Question, "Where will smolts come 
from?" Answer, "Norway." Arthur Wood expressed 
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concern that the Norwegians might bring families and 
children causing greater school costs. N. Olson, 
"We're talking about a period of months, then the 
Norwegians turn the plant over largely to Brooklin's 
employees. We don't foresee any influx." "How much 
money will be spent?" Answer, "Approximately 7-8 
million dollars for the physical plant on 10 square 
acres. 

James Steele, "Will Aqua-Care build with its own 
crew? Will they be responsible for construction?" A. 
Hanson, "Understand in talking with the general 
manager that they'll send over specialists to work 
with local contractors. 

Guy Hayes, "Noise factor?" Answer, "Plan to keep 
noise to a minimum." E. Carter, "You say you'll employ 
20 to 30 people. What percentage full time?" Answer, 
"Approximately 202 J. Steele injected a note of humor 
when he queried, "How about the wage scale...will it 
be $3.00 an hour and all the fish you can eat?"

‘ HEARING- INFORMATIONAL MEETING 
SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 
April 16, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Bay View Hall, N. Brooklin 


Chairman of the Selectmen Hanson reviewed the 
circumstances that led to the need for calling a 
special town meeting on solid waste disposal. At the 
March 9 Town Meeting, Mr. Hanson read from a DEP 
report strongly criticizing the existing Brooklin Town 
Dump. Hanson said the Maine Legislature is considering 
a bill to put the State in compliance with Federal 
regulations prohibiting open burning dumps by July 
1986, but the Selectmen thought the EPA might insist 
on an earlier closing. 

The proposed joining with the Blue Hill-Surry 
site would cost Brooklin approximate $30 a head based 
on 1980's census figures. Brooklin's cost would be 
$18,570 for the first year. The $15,000 requested in 
the Warrant for April 18, 1986 would add approximately 
1 mil to 85's tax rate. 

A. Hanson said the Selectmen had looked into 
opening a solid waste transfer station with Sedgwick 
and Brooksville as an alternative, but found costs 
prohibitive. Brooklin has no suitable landfill area. 

Several people expressed doubt that entering into 
the Blue Hill-Surry arrangement would work, i.e. 
people would dump trash illegally instead of traveling 
the distance to Blue Hill. Asked if we would have a 
municipal truck for pick-up, the answer was No, the 
cost would be too great. Individuals will be 
responsible for their own disposal. It was noted this 
would be a chance for an enterprising local person to 
have a local pick-up service. 

The wording of Article 3 will likely have to be 
changed from "entering into an agreement" to a less 
restrictive wording (amended to read) "negotiate" 
perhaps? Some people felt the Selectmen did not need 
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the Town's "go-ahead" to negotiate, while others 
thought it important for taxpayers to be able to know 
exactly how the funding would be spent. William Koenig 
thought a Capital Reserve Fund a good idea, even for 
only one year; with further study maybe a better idea. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
April 18, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Bay View Hall, N. Brooklin 


ARTICLE 1 - Gary Wilson was chosen moderator by paper 
ballot and sworn to office. 

ARTICLE 2 - The Town voted to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $15,000 in addition to the $6,000 already 
raised and appropriated for Solid Waste Disposal. 

Acting on the suggestion made at the Information- 
al Meeting, the Selectmen checked with MMA and found 
it legal because the amendment would not change the 
intention of the article.

ARTICLE 1 - Gary Wilson nominated as Moderator and 
voted into office by ballot. Sworn by Clerk. 


Chairman Hanson outlined alternatives to joining 


Blue Hill-Surry which the Selectmen had considered and 
rejected - Brooklin having its own transfer station; 
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opening one with Sedgwick/ Brooksville which might 
cost $150,000-$200,000 initially and $15,000 per year 
afterward and a land fill site would be reguired for 
appliances, tires, debris of building; there's no 
proper land for such available. 

Cynthia Darling representing DEP said that for 
Brooklin's dump to be considered for landfill, "a 5% 
depth of clay fill would have to be brought in ata 
cost of $100,000. Although the dump is presently 
"grandfathered" it would lose this status if it had to 
expand when open burning dumps are required to form an 
alternative plan by January 1, 1986 and must close by 
January 1, 1989. Mrs. Darling replied to several 
suggestions made by townspeople - "Recycling is not 
economically feasible here. The nearest center is 
Portland, private dumps are illegal because of public 
health and nuisance laws administered by the Dept. of 
Human Services.’ 

First Selectman Gordon Emerson of Blue Hill said 
that Brooklin might not have the option of Joining 
their transfer station if Brooklin did not vote to 
Sign the contract now. His committee had asked 
Brooklin, Sedgwick, Brooksville and Penobscot to join 
with them but the station would not be able to 
accommodate all four towns. 

Most of the residents who spoke at the meeting 
seemed to favor further study. George Fowler of the 
Planning Board, said he feared we'd lose our 
grandfathered status and be locked into the transfer 
station once the contract was signed. 


ARTICLE 2 -— The Town voted by written paper ballot 
not to authorize the Selectmen to contract with the 
Towns of Blue Hill and Surry for Solid Waste Disposal.

September 3, 1985 - 7:30 p.m. Brooklin Jr. High School 


Chairman Hanson opened the meeting with a resumé 
of the happenings requiring another Special Town 
Meeting. The Town Dump is in non-compliance with no 
feasible way out; open burning is’ shut down; and 
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although the Selectmen had not yet received the DEP 
consent agreement (apparently held up in Augusta), 
Cynthia Darling had told Nancy Olson that the 
agreement will require Brooklin to submit a closing 
plan for the dump by September 30. 

Mrs. Olson also received a call from Stanley Chin 
of the Federal EPA Boston Office inquiring why 
Brooklin had not reacted to EPA's letter concerning 
Brooklin's open burning violations. N. Olson asked 
what would happen if the Town turned down closing the 
dump at a Town Meeting. His reply, "Well, Mrs. Olson, 
let me tell you this - you are going to stop burning!" 
Mrs. Olson said she had the distinct feeling Mr. Chin 
wasn't kidding. 

The Selectmen had appointed a Solid Waste 
Committee, Chaired by Reginald Sherman to look into 
all the options. 

Mr. Hanson called the action to be taken at the 
September 10 scheduled meeting to be a very "crucial 
vote". Failure to pass the articles means we, the 
Town, will be in serious trouble. The EPA outlawed 
open burning dumps 10 years ago and has recently begun 
to prosecute non-compliant towns in 2 states (New 
Hampshire and Maine) that failed to amend their laws 
accordingly. Brooklin is one of 6 Maine towns that 
received the EPA questionnaire recently. As mentioned 
above, “Mr. Chin was doing a follow-up when the reply 
didn't come from the Selectmen. Once they get our 
letter admitting the Town's non-compliance the wheels 
start grinding. If we don't act now the Town could be 
liable for an automatic $10,000 EPA fine, plus a daily 


fine for any continued burning."

The Selectmen felt this  tax-supported 
convenience would be costly and would make private 
brush burning illegal. Marwood Clements asked where 
this "rule" came from. He'd called State Fire 
Marshall, the Dept. of Conservation and a local forest 
ranger, none of whom had heard of the law. 

Reginald Sherman gave the source of the 
prohibition as the DEP Bureau of Air Quality Control 
Statute 38 MRSA 585 A. Sherman said that the Planning 
Board, at their September 5 meeting, voted to support 
joining the Blue Hill-Surry Transfer Station because 
of the growing pressure of the DEP and EPA. The Board 
considered Blue Hill-Surry only a temporary solution. 
He said they'd like to study the matter further and 
hopefully find a long-term solution. Reggie said also 
that based on Blue Hill's Gordon Emerson's estimate of 
the cost figures of $30 per person this year "might 
drop to $18 to $22 next year" he, and "everyone in 
this room expects it to go down next year." 

Albert Bridges and others suggested it shouldn't 
be necessary for engineers to draw up a plan for 
closing the Dump...if they can regulate the closing of 
our Dump they should have plans available for us to 
use without the necessity of hiring a_ costly 
engineering firm. Mr. Hanson agreed to keep the 
voters' reservatons about hiring an engineering firm 
in mind. 

Nancy Olson announced the Dump's last open day to 
be Saturday the 14th. Beginning Sunday September 15, 
Brooklin residents will take all their trash to the 
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Blue Hill-Surry Transfer Station on the Ellsworth 
Road. She warned that continued use of the Dump after 
its closure would subject the Town to fines or evena 
lawsuit. The Dump will be watched and guarded against 
any illegal use. The Transfer Station will honor 
Brooklin Dump stickers.

Planning Board Report 


1985 has been one of the busiest years on record for the Planning Board. 
Early in February came the culmination of nearly six months work for 
the Board and the Citizens’ Advisory Committee when the Town voted to 
adopt the Revised Comprehensive Plan and the Site Plan Review 
Ordinance. For the first time Brooklin now has the ability to assess the 
environmental impact of non-residential development within the Town. 
We wish to thank again all the citizens who donated their time and effort 
in assisting the Board in performing this task. Remember that all 
commercial, industrial, institutional, retail and multiple family housing 
development now requires application for review under this ordinance. 


During the year the Board met 22 times to evaluate applications and 
issue permits for a record 12 Shoreland Zoning Permits, two Subdivision 
applications and two applications under the Site Plan Review Ordinance. 
The Board continued its review of the Brooklin Town Code, finding a 
number of inconsistencies between it and the ordinances as they had 
been originally adopted by the Town. A summary of that review has been 
sent to the Selectmen for their evaluation. The Board also found several 
areas in the Site Plan Review Ordinance needing revision which were not 
apparent until the Ordinance was put into use. The Board will recom- 
mend several changes for consideration at Town Meeting. 


The Board requested assistance from the Down East Resource Conser- 
vation and Development Council in developing a set of soil maps and soil 
use criteria for the Town. This effort and resultant set of maps earned an 
award to the Board by Down East RC & D as the “Outstanding RCD 
Measure of 1985.” We again wish to thank Down East RC & D for their 
invaluable assistance to the Town. 


We remind all citizens that the Planning Board meets regularly on the 
first Thursday of each month at 7:00 P.M. at the Brooklin Town House. 
The Board appreciates the interest of residents of the Town in the work of 
the Board and welcomes their attendance at all meetings which are open 
to the public.

To the Selectmen and Citizens of Brooklin: 


Over the past year you have heard or read of problems in the health 
field; increasing technology and decreasing revenues. Four Town Nurs- 
ing Service continues to upgrade staff skills and abilities to meet these 
changes and pressures. We remain constant, however, to the policy ofthe 
past fifty-three years — to provide quality care to the citizen in need 
regardless of ability to pay. 


With community support, Four Town Nursing Service has provided the 
following services for area residents: 


School nursing and physical therapy services for a school population 
of over 1600 students. 


500 visits in the home setting to women, infants and young children 
through the Maternal and Child Health Program. 


Public Health visits for communicable disease follow-up, hyperten- 
sion control and high risk infant visits. 


Over 750 contacts through clinic activities conducted for blood 
pressure and blood sugar screenings, pap smears and foot care. 


Home health care, that care provided for the patient in the home by 
the registered nurse, home health aide, physical therapist, speech 
pathologist, and social service worker, represents 7520 visits or 
13,105 hours in the Four Town Area. 


In Brooklin 358 visits were made representing 654 hours. 


Additional hours are provided for co-operation with programs as 
Meals for ME, Senior Companions, and the Blue Hill Regional 
Hospice Program. 


Volunteers assist in the office and clinic settings to provide patient 
transportation for doctor appointments, radiation and chemo- 
therapy, to sew and mend and to be a “friendly visitor.” 


1985 was a busy year for Four Town Nursing Service and a year of 
survey by accrediting agencies such as the Maine State Board of 
Licensing and Certification, the Joint Commission of Accreditation for 
Hospitals and the Division of Maternal and Child Health, Maine 
Department of Human Services. They all agree, Four Town Nursing 
Services gives quality care and reported “no deficiencies.” We are a fully 
accredited and licensed home health agency. 


Funding for care and services comes from sources including Medicare, 
Medicaide, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, other private insurances, from 
donations and fund raising activities and dues of the members of Four 
Town Nursing Service and from Town appropriations. 
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To continue to meet the needs of all of our friends and neighbors who 
need our care or services regardless of ability to pay, we ask for your 
continued support this year.

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On December 3rd the Selectmen had the honor of presenting Max 
Poulsen with the Town’s Boston Post gold headed cane that has graced 
the hands of a succession of Brooklin’s elder citizens over the past 77 
years. The tradition was begun in 1909 when the then Boston Post 
presented 431 New England towns with canes to honor the elderly. 


In his presentation, Arnold Hanson, Chairman of Selectmen, men- 
tioned that Max, who drove himself to the ceremony, was the first 
recipient to ever do so! 


Max (at age 92) has the youthful ruddy complexion of an outdoor man 
and he moves with an agile vitality that belies his age. 


As soon as he settled in Brooklin (in 1958), Max began working to 
transform the surrounds of his little house from a wet, unproductive 
acreage into the rich loamy garden spot it is today. Each year his door 
yard produces thousands of tulips, lilies, gladioli and irises. He keeps the 
Baptist church filled with baskets of seasonal blooms from spring into 
fall, as well as the lobby of the Post Office. Many local weddings have 
been graced by his floral offerings. 


“The secret of Max is his doing something for others, sharing the 
fruits of his talents and labor with his fellow citizens, thereby enriching 
our lives and the years we share together,’ Arnold Hanson said as he 
presented the cane to Max. Max replied with a twinkle and a broad grin, 
“T don’t really need a cane; I got a rake and a shovel”!

There is also one secondary special education student from Sedgwick 
attending Willowhouse School in Bucksport at an annual tuition rate of 
$5500. 

1985-86 has been very much a learning experience for meso far, having 
spent only two months in the position of Superintendent of Schools. Most 
of this time has been spent evaluating programs and getting to know 
people in the schools and in the communities. 

The school budget for 1986-87 shows substantial increases in teachers’ 
salaries which are being negotiated as a result of a new state minimum 
salary requirement. Thenew minimum salary is an increase of about 16% 
over the current base. Other major increases will include some utilities 
and insurance costs as well as transportation costs. 

The buildings are basically in good condition, but we need to continue 
to put some money into them to see that they are energy efficient and to 
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see that normal maintenance items such as painting and staining are 
carried out to prevent deterioration. 

During the coming year we will be finishing our School Improvement 
Plan. This is a five year plan for improving the schools and programs. 
Theschool committee will approvea plan by July 1, 1986, for submission 
to the state for approval by next September. These goals and objectives 
and activities will then be reevaluated each year and appropriate 
changes made. We also expect to be evaluating our reading program for 
next year to see what changes might need to be made to improve student 
performance. 

I would like to thank all of those people on the school committee, school 
staff, and citizens who have made me feel welcome and have made by 
stay thus far enjoyable.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The Brooklin-Sedgwick Schools opened in September 1985 with 158 
students. Several new staff members joined us as we entered our bright, 
clean buildings. New staff members include Mrs. Mary Turcotte who 
teaches grade two, Mrs. Barbara Ericson who teaches grade five, and 
Mrs. Della Martin who teaches math and science to students in grades 
six, seven, and eight. Special education services are under the direction of 
Mr. John Zelinski, teacher, and Mrs. Marta Harrington, aide. These new 
staff members possess a variety of skills and are a great asset to the 
school. 

A number of building improvements occurred during the summer. The 
northwestern exterior wall and front entrance at the Brooklin Junior 
High School were painted. A roof was constructed over the eastern gym 
exit, eliminating the hazardous situation caused by water run off. The 
boys’ bathroom and two classrooms were painted. Shelving was con- 
structed in the janitor’s room, creating more storage space for art 
supplies. Grade two received new desks and chairs. 

Two major changes in staffing took place this year. The half-time 
principal position and half-time special education teaching position were 
increased to full-time positions. These changes enable us to meet a 
variety of needs more effectively. 

The computer program continues to grow with the purchase of a third 
Apple Ile computer. This addition means that we can now introduce basic 
computer literacy skills in the primary grades and give more computer 
opportunities to all students. A computer literacy curriculum was approv- 
ed and steps have been taken to begin implementation. 

The Brooklin Garden Club donated shrubs and hours of time when a 
group of youngsters participated in a landscaping project at the Brooklin 
Junior High School. Yews were planted by the front steps and a walk was 
constructed across the lawn. 

A number of parents and community members have volunteered their 
time, energy, and talents in the schools. Planting projects, demonstra- 
tions, mini-courses, lectures on careers or trips, playground equipment 
repair, phone calls, chaperoning trips, and driving, are simply a few of 
the ways that these dedicated people have performed. In addition, the 
PTF (Parents, Teachers and Friends) purchased a VCR for the schools 
and ran a concession stand at home basketball games. This year’s 
Christmas program was a huge success. Parents, teachers, and students 
worked together to produce a fine performance entitled “An Olde 
Fashioned Christmas.” 

The public libraries continue to be a great resource to the school. 
Students in grades 2-8 visit the Friend Memorial Library at least twice 
each month. The Sedgwick Library is available for use by the Sedgwick 
Primary and we plan to visit regularly during the warm months. The 
Sargentville and Sedgwick Libraries sponsored a Read-A-Thon last 
spring. 
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Last spring a project called ‘““Kids Who Care” was coordinated by a 
parent volunteer. This fund raiser was successful in raising $368.00 for 
the Statue of Liberty Restoration Fund and $366.85 for African Relief. 

Co-curricular activities include boys and girls basketball, coached by 
Neil Allen and Kent Lawson, respectively. Last spring Mike Sherman 
coached baseball while Neil Allen coached the softball team. Our 
appreciation is extended to the volunteer referees, umpries, and drivers. 

The Educational Reform Act of 1984 is having a significant impact on 
schools throughout Maine. The Brooklin-Sedgwick Schools are no excep- 
tion. A major result of this law is a required School Improvement Plan. 
This plan is designed to promote excellence through a process of long- 
range planning. Teachers, administration, school committee, and com- 
munity members are working cooperatively in establishing five year 
goals for the schools. The plan will be updated yearly. 

I would like to express my appreciation to the staff, School Committee, 
and communities for your interest and support in the schools. I enjoy 
working with all of you as we develop and improve the Brooklin-Sedgwick 
Schools.

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Headmaster’s Report 


To: Superintendents LaCombe, Turcotte and Crowley; School Commit- 
tees of Blue Hill, Penobscot, Sedgwick, Brooklin, Brooksville, Surry, 
Castine; Trustees; interested citizens 


This school year we welcomed four new faculty members and the 
largest freshman class in our history. We also increased our music 
offerings, added German to our curriculum and expanded section offer- 
ings in English, social studies and science. 


The new faculty are David and Wendy Roundy who livein Penobscot, 
Carolyn Reid who lives in Orland and James Trembley who lives in 
Surry. Mr. Roundy is teaching sophomore sections of English and 
German; Mrs. Roundy is teaching sophomore and junior sections of 
English; Miss Reid is teaching introduction to social science, current 
events, geography and physical science; Mr. Trembley is teaching band 
and chorus. 


The curriculum additions help us accommodate the needs of a growing 
student population. We opened this year with 320 students, very nearly a 
record enrollment. Expansion of offerings was necessary in order to keep 
class sizes at an acceptable level. 


Unlike many secondary schools across our nation which have 
experienced drastic declines, our enrollment is growing. We expect that 
we shall have a minimum of 335 students next year, an all-time high. 


This growth has required us to more carefully study student popula- 
tion forecasts for our area. We want to be prepared to adequately house 
and teach students should their population continue to grow. At present 
we forecast continued growth through 1987-88. After that time it is 
difficult to predict. Past projections have been off by more than 15% so we 
are reluctant to forecast beyond two years. Movement in and out of the 
area has noticeably increased in recent years, further complicating 
predictions. 


We are studying a physical addition to our plant which would 
accommodate student growth and give us the extra space needed to meet 
newly mandated state course requirements in computer literacy, health 
and art for all students. These offerings, while available to all students 
have never been required of all students. Obviously more sections of these 
courses will be required to meet the new demand. More classrooms are 
likewise required. 


The new addition now being considered would add a computer 
laboratory, significantly increase art room space, include several class- 
rooms and provide a major expansion of the school’s shop. Our plan calls 
for placing the addition alongside our present shop, attaching it to the 
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east side facing Merrill & Hinckley’s store. The two-floor addition would 
be approximately double the size of our present shop. Alterations inside 
the back of our gym are also under consideration. Expanded band room 
facilities, new storage space and a health classroom would be realized by 
this alteration. 


We foresee an opportunity for everyone to help make this new addition 
and the gym alteration possible. We are suggesting that they both be 
accomplished using volunteer labor and donated materials in the same 
manner the original shop was built back in the 50’s. In this way expenses 
can be kept to an absolute minimum. We think too that out of the 
peninsula community’s hands-on cooperation to help us realize these 
improvements will grow a strong sense of mutual ownership and pride 
that is a special bonus for everyone. 


We welcome your suggestions and ideas at all times. Please feel free to 
call or visit. I always look forward to discussions about how we might 
improve our educational program and facilities. Your interest and 
support is genuinely encouraged and earnestly sought.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
BROOKLIN/SEDGWICK SCHOOLS 

The following is an overview of School health activities in the 
Brooklin/Sedgwick school for 1985-86 year. Total number of students 
served: 158. 

Vision and hearing screenings are done on all children grades K, 1, 2, 3, 
5 and 7 with follow-ups as necessary. 

Spinal screenings will be done on all boys and girls in grades 5 through 
8 due to anew state law effective at the start of the 1984-1985 school year. 

Physical exams were given to 51 students who are participating in 
sports. They were done with parent permission by Dr. Baroody, School 
Physician. 

TB testing has been done on all new school employees and volunteers 
and follow-ups as indicated. 

All school health records have been screened for compliance with 
MaineState laws for immunizations. An immunization clinic will be held 
in Feb. or March 1986, for all students needing boosters or needing 
immunizations to bring them to a level of compliance. 

In addition to listed mandated screenings, your School Nurse has also 
provided the following services: 1.) Home visits to aid with the control of 
communicable diseases; 2.) Classroom checks for head lice; 3.) Home 
visits for surveillance of the potential for child abuse or neglect; 4.) 
Consults with Physicians and parents regarding health problems of 
specific students; 5.) Conference with teachers regarding health problems 
of their students; 6.) A resource person for health related information, 1.e.: 
hygiene, nutrition, adolescent health issues; 7.) Doing a6-week course for 
child care; 8.) Setting up a 3 credit recertification class on ‘‘First Aid for 
Teachers’’; 9.) Setting up “Bruce the Dental Health Moose’ visit 2/86; 10.) 
Class time teaching young students ‘‘What the School Nurse Does’; 11.) 
Act as a liaison for the school to explain school health policy to parents. 
12.) Yearly adolescent health issues program. Also the school nurse 
attends to the daily abrasions, twisted ankles, rashes, head lice, scabies, 
head injury, etc., as they occur. 

State reports are submitted on immunization, TB testing, vision and 
hearing screening and spinal screening annually. 

Your school nurse has attended the following workshops and meetings 
so far this year: 

Meeting with Department of Human Services, Child Protective 
workers. 
Other School Nurse workshops we attended as they occurred.

Shellfish Conservation Committee 

The Shellfish Conservation Program for the Town of Brooklin will be 
administered by the Shellfish Conservation Committee consisting of 
seven members to be appointed by the Selectmen for a term of one 
year. The Committee’s responsibilities include: 


A. Establishing annually in conjunction with the Department of 
Marine Resources the number of shellfish digging licenses to be 
issued; 

B. Surveying the clam flats to maintain current information on 
shellfish resources; 

C. Submitting to the Board of Selectmen proposals tor the ex- 
penditures of funds for the purpose of shellfish conservation.

Resident Recreational Shellfish License - The license is 
available to residents and nonresident real estate taxpayers of 
this municipality and entitles the holder to dig and take no 
more than one peck of soft shell clams and 2 bushel of hen 
clams in any one day for the use of himself and his family.

4. Nonresident Nonreciprocating Recreational Shellfish 
License - The license is available to any person not a resident 
of this municipality and entitles the holder to dig and take not 
more than one peck of shellfish in any one day for the use of 
himself and his family. 


5. License must be signed - The licensee must sign the license 
for it to be valid. 


Contents of the Application - Any person may apply to the 
Town Clerk for the licenses required by this ordinance on forms 
provided by the municipality. 


iE Contents of the Application - The application must contain 
the applicant’s name, current address, birth date, height, 
weight, signature and whatever other information the muni- 
cipality may require. 

2: Misrepresentation - Any person who gives false information 
on a license application will cause said license to become 
invalid and void. 


Fees - The fees for the licenses are as stated below and must 
accompany in full the application for the respective license. The 
Town Clerk shall pay all fees received to the Town Treasurer 
except for fifty cents ($.50) for each license which will be retained 
by the clerk as payment for issuing the license. Fees received for 
shellfish licensing shall be used by the town for shellfish 
management, conservation, and enforcement. 


Resident Commercial — Ten dollars ($10.00) 

Nonresident Nonreciprocating Commercial — 
One hundred dollars ($100.00) 

Resident Recreational — Three dollars ($3.00) 


Nonresident Nonreciprocating Recreational — 
Nine dollars ($9.00) 


Limitation of Diggers - Because the shellfish resources are limited 
and because a commercial or recreational digger can be expected to 
harvest a certain volume of clams per year, the number of diggers 
must be controlled. This number will vary from year to year 
depending upon estimates of the resource capabilities and manage- 
ment requirements consistent with good utilization. The following 
procedures will be followed to exercise the control: 


1.  PriortoJanuary 1 the Town Shellfish Conservation Committee 
with the approval of the Commissioner of Marine Resources 
will establish the number of commercial or noncommercial 
licenses. to be permitted. 

2. The Shellfish Conservation Committee wil notify the Town 
Clerk in writing prior to February 1 of the number of licenses to 
be issued. No reservation will be accepted. 
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a The Town Clerk shall issue Commercial licenses to residents 
only until June 1 after which licenses shall be issued to 
residents and nonresidents on a first-come first-serve basis 
except 10% of the total number of commercial licenses to be sold 
will be made available to non-residents as required under 12 
MRSA Section 6671 (3). 


4. Commercial resident licenses may be returned to the town 
voluntarily and reissued to another person at the current fee 
according to the priorities established in this section. 


5.  Itis unlawful for any person to dig or take shellfish from the 
shores and flats of this municipality between the hours of 4 
hour after sunset and % hour before sunrise. 


6. Opening and Closing of Flats 

The Municipal Officers, with the approval of the Commissioner of 
Marine Resources, may open and close areas for shellfish harvest. 
Upon recommendation of the Shellfish Conservation Committee and 
concurrence of the Department of Marine Resources area biologist 
that the status of the Shellfish resource and other factors bearing on 
sound management indicate that an area should be opened or closed, 
the Municipal Officers may call a public hearing on ten-day’s notice 
published in a newspaper having general circulation in the Town, 
stating the time, place, and subject matter of the hearing, and shall 
send acopy of the notice to the Department of Marine Resources. The 
decision of the Municipal Officers made after the hearing shall be 
based on finding of fact. 


7. Minimum Legal Size of Soft Shell Clams 
It is unlawful for any person to dig, take, or possess soft shell 
clams from the shores or flats of the town of Brooklin, Hancock 
County, Maine, which are less than two (2) inches in the longest 
diameter to the amount of the amount of more than 10% of any lot. 


A. Definitions - The word “lot” as used in this ordinance means 
the total number of soft shell clams in any bulk pile. Where soft 
shell clams are in a box, barrel, or other container, the contents 
of each box, barrel or other container constitute a separate lot. 


B. Method of Determining Tolerance - The tolerance of 10% 
must be determined by numerical count of not less than one 
peck nor more than four pecks, taken at random from various 
parts of the lot, except that the tolerance must be determined by 
numerical count of the entire lot when the lot contains less than 
one peck. 


8. Penalty 
Whoever violates any provision of this ordinance shall be punished 
as provided by 12 MRSA, Section 6681.

Effective Date 

This ordinance, which has been approved by the Commissioner of 
Marine Resources, shall become effective after its adoption by the 
municipality provided a certified copy of the ordinance is filed with 
the Commissioner within twenty days of its adoption. 


Separability 

If any section, subsection, sentence or part of this ordinance is for 
any reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision 
shall not effect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
ordinance. 


Repeal 

Any ordinance regulating the harvesting or conservation of shell- 
fish in the Town and any provisions of any other town ordinance 
which is inconsistent with this ordinance is hereby repealed.
